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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants continue their arguments as to the 
unexpected results due to the addition of a substituted anhydride to a resin. Applicant's evidence to this is shown in the Table on pg 8 of 
the Remarks filed 4/4/07. Applicants show that the use succinic anhydride (having a melting point of 120C) results in 18 wt% unreacted 
anhydride whereas using a substituted anhydride (with melting point below room temperature) results in no unreacted anhydride. This 
evidence is not convincing because the experimental details surrouding the experiement are not disclosed. All the anhydrides are reacted 
for only 2.4 or 2.5 minutes. That there is residual succinic anhydride may be expected because if one added a solid anhydride to a 
reaction vessel one would expect the solid to take more time than a liquid to evenly disperse, thereby allowing for complete reaction. It is 
unclear if the succinic anyhdride was added as a solid or a liquid. If the succinic anhydride was liquid at the time of the reaction 
Applicants may have a case to argue unexpected results. If the succinic anhydride was solid there is no way for the Examiner to properly 
conclude whether or not Applicant's data shows unexpected results. Even if the succinic anhydride is/was a liquid at room temperature 
there is no way for Examiner to properly access the unexpected results of all unsubstited anhydrides vs. the substituted anhydrides of 
Applicants Claims. Examiner requests data for the use of glutaric, phthalic and maleic anhydrides as well as the monomers of Claim 1 . 
Further, Applicants data is not submitted in the proper form. A declaraion/affidavit is necessary when presenting new evidence that was 
not previously in the specification. 
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
